‘A PLEA FOR GREATER SUPPORT. 


HONGE 


The twenty-Ainth annoual mocting of the 
Hongkong Benevolent Bociety was held at 
the City Hell yesterday, Mr. A OW 
‘Looker presiding. The attendance of the 
general public wag not very encouraging, 
and it is to be hoped that, after the appeal 
made by the «chairman yesterday, the 
public generally will show more intercal 
in the activities of the Society. The 
‘Bocicty ia doing work of great value and 
it is expected that, in the future, there 
will be an increase in the number of calta 
iupon its resources, 

Mr, Looker said that he greatly appre- 
ciated the fact’ that he had been asked by 
“the Committee of the Society to preside 
at the meeting. ‘As they doubtless knew, 
he waa shortly leaving the Colony. He 
wished he coilld say that he had 
‘taken a greater tangible interest in 
‘the Society. than he really had, fer 
he was well aware of the nature of 
‘the work being done. In looking over the 
report, and accounts to be put, before the 
meoting he noticed that the number of 
members and dynors had not inereased. 
‘Ale also noticed that the names of a large 

‘number of notdble people were absent 
from the subscription list, and he could 
not help thinking: tbat, in the midst of 
cobher activities, the noeds of the Society 
had escaped attention. He asked that 
‘thie state of affairs should be remedied, 
and he drew the attention of the general 
public, publicularly the larger business 
imterests which had always bocn so active 
in promoting in welfare and protecting 
he interests of the Colony,.and which had 
shown particular activity in that dirce: 
tion of late, to the fact that the work being 
alone ‘by ‘the Society needed and deserved 
thir recognition and help. Tho Sooicty 
abould he warmly supported’ by all those 
who had the interests of the Colony at 
heart, and especially by the commercial 
interests which formed, or told you they 
formed, thy backbone of ‘the place. If 
any one in the Colony had -any doubts 
ag tu the nature of the value Jf the work 
fheing warried out by the Sodiety, be could 
do no better than draw théir attention 
to that, part of the Socidty’s accounts 
earmarked '' Refunds.’ This item, ho 
thought, was an amazing teatimonial of 
the value of the Socioty’s activities. The 
item represented those sums which had 
been returned to ‘the Society ‘by those 
persons who, when in need of ‘help had 
been aided by the Society, but whu, 28 
goon as they found 'themeclves sufi¢iently 
in funds to return that aid, had done bo. 
The “refunds” this year had amounted 
to considerably more than last year, and | 
this, he thought, was 9 very welcome sign. 
The Society, ho said, would have ‘Targer | 
claims than ever on its funds owing to! 
the conclusion of the war. During the 4 
war the claims had not becn so numerous | 
ay they would otherwise have been, be-| 
esuse there had ‘been fewer rofngees | 
awing to shipping difficulties. Now the} 
shipping situntion was getting, easier, the 
Prosident announced that there would be 
a large influx of refugees of all descrip- 
tions in the Colony in the coming year or 
$n the noxt two years, and, therefore, the 
Bociety would need more help than ever. 
He did not think that the general public 
ever seriously thought of the nature of 
the work being done'by the Sociaty, of its 
enormous range, and the oxtremo care 
which was expended upon it. If they 
did, they would realise that the offorts of 
the Bociety were unwearied. Tt was ox- 
tromoly hard and thankless work, and 
they were really in need of support. Any. 
one who reflected on the matter could nat 
but realise that the labours of the Socicty 
wore extraordinarily well oarricd out, A 
good many people did not know that all, 
the work was boing dono by o few ladies, 
whom they met rocinlly, and know vory 
well, but yet did not know that’ thoir 
charitable work nchioved such astonish: 
ing rosults, In rending of tho relict 
afforded by tho Socioty, they would pce 
thet most relicf was givon to women and 
children, At ‘a matter of fact, euch holp 
wan nm Intge itom in the work of the 
Boolety—the attending to tho noods of thd 
women and childron stranded here and.

Most 
of them knew that a bureau had been 
established in the City Hall at which 
one of the members of the BSocioty attend. 
ed twioo a week to-recsive and distribute, 
He had been told thas the calls on the 
Society in regard to clothing were very 
great, ond they could never have enough. 
He hoped that those présent would take 
the opportunity, og soon as possible, of 
doing what they could to send a few 
pieces of old cluthes to the bureau. There 
was no reason for them to be chary about 
what they sent, for it was all fish that 
came into the Society’s net, end thero 
was very ‘ittle indeed that could not be 
used by the Bociety. He was quite eure 
that, with a little searching, all present 
would be able to Gnd a few things which 
could by sent. It had to be remembered 
that the Society, in addition to ita other 
activities, took charge of the education 
of a numbor of children. Actually they 
were educating 20 children, and he had ho 
doubt that the immediate future would | 
acc this number increising. This was 4 
part of the Bociety’s work that must, 
appeal to them, Some of the childran 
were of white origin, wha othorwiee 
would have no education whatever. 
Now was the time of war bond drawings, 
racg lotterics, war profits and profits on 
the Rialto.

MODERN EDUCATIONAL! 


METHODS CRITICISED, 


SMARTNESS IN PLACE OF 
CULTURE. 


INTERESTING ADDRESS BY MR. 
L. FORSTER. 


Last night, at St. Paul’s College, under 
the auspices of the C.E.M.S., Mr. L. 
Forster, Headmaster, Victoria British 
School, delivered an interesting lecture 
on ‘ Education.” Professor H G. Earle 
presided. 

Mr. Forster pointed ont that in Eng 
land every form of education iad its 
Until 1882 the Govern. 
ment did not recognise any duty Lowards 
the mass of the nation in regard to educa- 
tion, In that year it established the 
Committees of the Privy Council whiel 
made grants towards that object, but even

Jthen it acted through voluntary agents, 


namely the religious bedics, chiefly the 
Anglican Church, M Forster then 
traced the development of popular ele 
Mentary edycation under the aegis of the 
Church of England, and, to some cx- 
tent, of the Free Churches with the aid 
of Government grants This 
continued for over thirty years until, 
owing to the changes incidental to the

revolution, Chureh was 
unable to cope with the new requirements.

was that the ideal schoolmaster was a} 
person who should profoundly influence’ 
the character of his pupils by a high 
moral tone, which would eventually be 
the means of cnnobling the mass of the 
nation; in other words, the regeneration 
of the State: was expected to come through 
the agency of the national system of 
education. This idtal has now been 
abandoned, In place of the teacher who 
is continually rediating hia influence over 
his pupils, with whom ho is in close and 
constant sasociation, we have a succession 
of experts who give their efficient ser- 
vices and produce efficiency iv their pupils 
without having much effect upon, or in- 
terest in, the development of their 
characters. What wa aro aiming at 
now is not so much culture and a high 
moral tone og commercial efficiency and 
smartness. Instead of tho teacher being 
a kind of Iny priest he becomes the 
tradesman solling his mental wares for 
the most they wil] bring. This is more 
largely duo to the modern organisation 
of education than to tho, teachor himself
